MAY WITHHOLD PAY 

“Thirty days after the effective 
date of the measure, no compensa- 
tion nor reimbursement for expenses 
may’ be paid until such employe 
has taken and subscribed to the oath 
or affirmation required by the new 
law,” the bulletin states. 

Indicating that the oath may be 
required by school district employes, 
sanitary district workers and others, 
the bulletin declares: 

“Public employes include all] per- 
sons employed by the state, or any 
county, city, city and county, state 
agency or public district.” 

In general law cities the mayor, 
city clerk and city judge are auth- 
orized to administer the oath. In 
addition, the oath or affirmation 
may be taken before any notary 
public, free of charge, the bulletin 
States. 

POSSIBLE PERJURY 

Persons taking the oath and stat- 
ing as true any part of it which 1s 
known to be false shall be found 
guilty of perjury.

For Electric Substation, Parking Lot 


Use permits allowing construction 
of an electric distribution substation 
in the Belle Haven aera and a park- 
ing lot in the rear of the Bay Road 
market were granted by the Menlo 
Park planning commission at its 
regular meeting Monday night. 

The permit for the substation was 
granted to the PG and E after E. C. 
Hersam, representing the company, 
told the board that the unit will 
provide better electrical service for 
the entire city. 

CONDITIONS GIVEN 

The permit granted to the Bay 
Road market was made subject to 
conditions that no construction be 
permitted on an existing driveway; 
that a proposed driveway from Win- 
dermere avenue to Hollyburne ave- 
nue be made a straight-through 
one-way unit, with exit on the latter 
street and that the parking lot, next 
to Hollyburne avenue, be screened 
from the street and neighboring 
homes by adequate solid fences. 

A traffic flow plan for the lot, to 
be in the rear of the market situated 
at the northeast corner of the Bay 
road-Hollyburne intersection was al- 
so requested by the commission. 
HEAR PROTESTS 

The conditions under which the 
use permit was authorized were 
formulated after area residents pro- 
tested that, since the parking lot 
would necessarily be zoned for com- 


The planning commission specified 
that the fences on the sides of the 
lot facing homes be not more than 
six feet in height, while the fence 
on the street side be three feet in 
height, to allow drivers leaving the 
lot to see pedestrian and auto traffic 
before entering Hollyburne avenue.

THE CITY SALARY RAISE 


While only too many municipalities are unable to make 
ends meet without raising taxes when budget-making time 
rolls around each June, the City of Menlo Park not only is 
able to reduce its levy but later finds it can raise the pay of 
its employes without rocking the financial boat. 

When the Menlo Park city council adopted its 1950-51 
budget, it set a tax rate of $1.15 per $100 of assessed valua- 
tion, down three cents from that of the previous year and 10 
cents less than the levy for the 1948-49 fiscal period. All 
this despite successive budget increases to meet growing 
demands for municipal services. 

That council last week was able to grant 5 per cent pay 
increases that took effect Oct. 1 is evidence of good munici- 
pal government and management. Current revenues made 
this possible and, as Mayor Burgess remarked, it is not ex- 
pected the salary boosts will have to be rescinded later for 
budget reasons. 

The cost-of-living increase was warmly welcomed by the 
some two-score city employes and puts their earnings more in 
line with those in comparable cities. 

It also was gratifying that the council saw fit and found 
legal means to provide additional pay for the two salaried 
elective officials—city clerk and city treasurer. Not to have 
done so would have been grossly unfair. 


TELEPHONE RATE INCREASE 


Currently before a state public utilities commission hear- 
ing is an application by the Pacific Telephone and Telegraph 
company for some $30,000,000 in statewide rate increases, 
plus about $6,000,000 to meet newly-imposed federal taxes. 

While we won’t argue whether a general increase is just- 
ified, one phase of the request strikes us as long needed. 
Minimum charges at pay telephone stations would be boosted 
from five to 10 cents. The nickel-in-the-slot charge long has 
remained constant while rates for home and business tele- 
phones have gone up. 

In addition, the company’s application provides for extend- 
ed service for all residential telephone, subscribers, something 
not now available, at what we are informed would be an aver- 
age increase of about 25 cents a month. -Such a change would 
be welcomed by mid-Peninsula subscribers. For instance, 
there would be unlimited service with no toll charges between 
Emerson and Davenport numbers. As it is now, one can trot 
around the corner to a pay station and converse for an uln- 
limited time for a nickel; the same call on your home tele- 
phone means a toll charge based on length of conversation.

Your City’s Business 
Civil 
. =* Defense 
(Outlined 


On Sept. 18 the national security 
resources board released to the pres- 
ident the long awaited national plan 
for organizing civilian defense. Fol- 
lowing is a summary of the plan. 

The basic responsibility for civil- 
jan defense lies with the citizen 
and his local government. The states 
are responsible for the coordination 
and direction of civilian defense in 
their borders. The federal responsi- 
bility is chiefly advisory, and to 
furnish certain essential equipment. 

The federal government has de- 
termined which areas are most 
likely to be attacked in case of 
war, and will advise the state gov- 
ernors. These areas must be pre- 
pared to meet atomic atiack. Ad- 
jacent areas (that would include 
Menlo Park) must be prepared to 
assist and care for evacuees. 

Each community should be organ- 
ized for civil defense and make 
agreements with neighboring com- 
munities for mutual aid. When local 
forces and mutual aid ere not suf- 
ficient to meet a disaster, the state 
civil defense agency will have the 
responsibility of sending additional 
mobile support into the area. The 
function of the military in civilian 
defense will be to provide guidance 
on potential enemy activities, black- 
out, dimout and camouflage, and 
disposal of unexploded bombs. 

A nation-wide civil defense train- 
ing program will be developed by 
the federal government, which will 
set up a “staff college” for key per- 
ssonnel from states and cities. Local 
governments, with state assistance, 
will train most of the civil defense 
workers. 

The financial burden of civilian 
defense at all levels will be shared 
by the federal government, with 
congress determining the federal 
contribution. Shelters should be 
provided only where most needed, 
for provision for the entire popu- 
lace would be a financial impossi- 
bility. 

Responsibility for evacuation rests 
with the states. The federal civil de- 
fense agency does not plan any 
widespread prior evacuation. 

Families must learn to protect 
themselves from enemy weapons un- 
der the direction of the warden serv- 
ice in block organizations. Wardens 
will be the bond between the people 
of the community and their civil de- 
fense organization. Fire guards will 
be part of the self-protection pro- 
gram under the direction of the 
warden service. 

The law enforcement service 
should be expanded with carefully 
screened volunteer auxiliaries. Ex- 
isting health agencies will have 
the responsibility for first aid, hos- 
pital care, sanitation, and special 
weapons. 

Emergency welfare service will be 
responsible for aid to individuals and 
families, mass emergency housing, 
food and clothing, service to evacu- 
ees, and feeding of defense workers 
on the job. Other services are engin- 
eering, rescue, communications, 
transportation, plant protection, and 
supply. 

Menlo Park will, of course, follow 
the national plan as soon as we have 
cleared with the coordinating auth- 
orities. A state director of civilian 
defense has just been appointed by 
the governor.

Vets Entitled 
To Wage Credits 


Veterans of World War II in San 
Mateo county may now be granted 
wage credits of $160 a month for so- 
cial security purposes for the time 
they were in active service prior to 
July 25, 1947, according to Floyd D. 
Granger, veterans service officer. 

The recently enacted amendments 
to the federal social security act 
contain provisions which extend the 
benefits granted to veterans, Grang- 
er explained. The $160 wage credit 
“earned” during wartime service can 
now be applied to the veteran’s own 
use when he retires at the age of 65 
or older; under previous law, such 
credits were applied only in case of 
his death within three years of dis- 
charge from the armed forces, en- 
abling his surviving dependents to 
benefit. 

Wage credits for active service, 
under the amendments, may en- 
able the veteran to regain social 
security rights built up before the 
war, or to establish these rights 
more quickly if he had never 
worked prior to the war in occu- 
pations covered by social security. 
In the event of his death, they 
may increase the social security 
payments which will be made to 
his family. 

Granger added that while the 
wage credits do not apply if a vet- 
eran has been receiving retirement 

‘benefits from the federal govern- 
ment as a result of his World War IT 
service, they are not affected by the 
payment of compensation or pension 
through the Veterans administra- 
tion. 

The veterans service office, in the 
courthouse, Redwood City, can as- 
sist interested veterans or their de- 
pendents in contacting th nearest 
field office of the bureau of old age 
and survivors insurance for further 
information.

Hersam told the board that the 
power substation, approximately 200 
by 200 feet in size, will be built near 
Bayshore highway and the Belle 
Haven underpass. It will be supplied 
by two 60,000-volt circuits “led in” 
from transmission lines east of the 
city, and will be surrounded by a 
seven-foot wire fence. 

Hersam added that television sets 
in the area will not be affected by 
the substation, except that reception 
will be improved in some cases where 
overloads on existing lines have 
caused “voltage drops.” 

TO SERVE ALL MP 

The circuits will be connected 
from the substation to lines leading 
to the entire city, Hersam said. 

In other actions, the board: 

1. Approved a rezoning of a por- 
tion of the Linfield Oaks develop- 
ment site to allow construction of 
multiple dwellings up to four units. 
The area rezoned included an area 
formerly reserved, but rejected, as 
a school site. 

2. Set Nov. 6 as hearing date for 
a request for a variance by Temple 
Beth Jacob, 690 Creek drive, to al- 
low construction of a Sunday school 
building on the rear of the church 
property. 

TELLS OF PLANS 

Dennis L. Woodman, representing 
the temple, told commissioners that 
the temple wished to build to the 
property lines on each side of the lot 
to allow greater interior space in the 
building, and that “four hour” fire 
proof walls would be used in con- 
struction as a substitute for the 
building setbacks required by law. 

3. A request for variance by Pear- 
son and Berendsen, asking rezoning 
of part of a 300-by-190 foot site fac- 
ing Willow road at the west end of 
the Veteran’s hospital, to allow 
building of a home and garden sup- 
ply shop and storage yard, was also 
set for Nov. 6 hearing. 

ASKS VARIANCE 

4. A request for variance to allow 
a 20-foot front setback to be substi- 
tuted for a 30-foot setback on two 
lots of the Laurel Manor tract was 
set for Nov. 6 hearing. 

5. A use permit was granted to 
Howard Levy for operation of a fur- 
niture and furniture repair shop in 
a building adjacent to Johnson lane, 
connected by a driveway to the east 
side of the 1000 block of Doyle street. 

6. Resubdivision of portions of 
lots 17 and 18, Fremont Acres, was 
approved.

Campus Had Its Man Of Mystery 


Camino Real on the southern and 
eastern sides. 

The family dwelling, known as 
Escondite cottage (“hidden place’) 
faced the present Escondito road. 

It was shortly after this that the 
rumors regarding Coutts took a 
more sinister turn. It was found that 
the business transactions made in 
behalf of the estate’s development 
were made in the name of Mlle. 
Eugene Clogensen, the children’s 
governess. 

But the work continued. Where an 
old brick bridge now marks the spot 
on the campus, a large artificial lake 
was built. The area adjacent was 
carefully landscaped. 

THE TOWER 

To supply water for the estate, 
Coutts had long tunnels drilled into 
the hills and in addition built atwc- 
story brick tower, facing Page Mill 
road south of the campus, to serve 
asa distributing reservoir. 

The tower itself excited com- 
ment. There was a platform, sinte 
rotted away, about five feet from 
the parapeted top, and _ long, 
Gothic-type windows were the on- 
ly means of entrance. 

To the area residents who viewed 
it, the water tower looked very much 
like some sort of a fort. It still does. 

Then one day, about six years af- 
ter his arrival, Pierre Coutts disap- 
peared. Rumor had it that he was 
fleeing from secret agents of the 
French government, having been 
a paymaster in the French army 
and having decamped at about the 
same time that a shortage of funds 
was noted. 

Such a story explained everything. 
including the fortress-like water 
tower. 

RETURN 

But a short time later, Pierre 
Coutts returned for a brief stay, sell- 
ing his property to Senator Stanford 
in 1882. 

A more plausible story of Coutts 
identity was given, in 1925, by one 
Dr. Edward Pallette. 

According to Pallette, Coutts 
was in reality one Paulin Caperon, 
a director of a French bank at 
the time of the outbreak of the 
Franco- Prussian war of 1870. 
With the defeat of the French 

army, the bank too was _ over- 
whelmed. 

Rather than sacrifice his fortune 
to the depositors, Coutts had taken 
an alias and departed. 

The story was later partially au- 
thenticated by a granddaughter. 

According to her, however, Coutts, 
or Caperon, had been the founder of 
the French newspaper “La Liberte,” 
which had been critical of the poli- 
cies of Napoleon ITI. The possibility 
of persecution by the government 
was given as reason for the flight 
from France. 

Whatever the case, peace with the 
French depositors or the government 
seems to have been made by 1880, 
when the Stanford campus man of 
mystery left the Peninsula to return 
to France,
